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II, Administrative Changes and Orders. 

Clrcalar No, fl, Samvat 19f*6, Home Department (Sectiofi Archaeology) 
was i^ued in the Gwali&r Gi'fffnmtui GasKtte of the 5th April 1930. 
The Circular aims at obtaining co-operation of the geneml public in the 
held of arch ^logical ejcploratioti and provides for the app(rcciatbn and 
reward of (he services of persons who may give informatiott of each 
monuments, inscriptions, or other an rtqaides as being of archsii^Ggica] 
or historical interest may not be on the list of the Archaeological Depart¬ 
ment, How far the encouragement held out vdll serve to dkpel the apathy 
in the general public towards archteological and historical research and 
how many monuments and antiquities will thus be saved from undeserved 
oblivion or destruction, experience alone will show, 

The growing activities of the Archmological Department especially 
in the branches of conservation and ex^Joratton had long since crated the 
necasf ity of the provision of an act for the due protection and cafe of the 
menmnents and antiquities in the State as the existing Circulars had 
proved inadequate to serve this end, A draft of such aa act baaed on 
the lines of Crovemineni of India Act VII of iSOi (Ancient Monuments 
Preservation Act) was therefore, prepared and submitted to the Mome 
Member in Samvat 198S, for conaidemtion. Thanks to his effotts and 
the whole-benrted simpathy of the Council of Hegeucy, the Act was duly 
passed after certain minor modihcaiions in the original draft and came 
into operation in the year of report by an announcement and publication 
. of the Act in the Gftsalm Gomrnment GattUe^ dated 21st June 1930.

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ih) An album cooUining illush:atLon& and short notes of ibe Surwaya 
a&tiquiti^ was published, * 

(i) An article on Bagh caves publb-heid in the Indian State Railway 
Magasuie was adopted for a separate issue in pamphlet fonn for 
visitors as the monograph on the caves has gone beyond the 
reach of geoeial public on account of its high price. 
ij) An article on the gieneral condition of the Bagh Caves and 
specially the work done by the Gwalior Government regarding 
their presen>'ation was published in the daily issue of the 'States* 
man’ and the ‘Indian Daily Mail’ with a view to remove the 
wrong imiiression about the caves, which found its way tn the 
report of a lectnre by Principal Mukul Day of the School of 
Arts, Calcutta, published in the 'Statesman’. 

(i) Another illustrated article on the Bagh Caves in Hindi was 
contributed to the special birthday issue of the local paper the 
'’Jayaji Pratap". 

f/) An article on the memorial of Mahadji Scindia and the Chhatri

(fij Enlarged photographs of important archaeological monumeats 
were prepared, framed and exhibited at certain Dak Bun^lows 
in the State, in the vicinity of which the important monaroenta 
layt with a view to arouse the interest of travellers to go and 
visit the monuments 

IV. Tours, 

During the year of report, the Superintendent spen< days in camp, 
partly for annual inspection of monuments already conserved, for directing 
and supendsing tbs conservation works in progress, and partly for listing 
of monuments. The Offe. Superintendent also toured for IS days fora 
similar purpose. The detailed tour diary will be found in Appeudii A. 

The Superintendent paid visits of annual inspection to the monuments 
at Anlri, Surwaya, Narwar, Ranod, Chanderi, Badoh, Udaypur, Bhilsa, 
Udaygirii Ujjain» Mandasor and Sondni. He supervised and dlmcted the 
con^ervatioii works in progress at Radhavli, Gwaliar, Besnagar and Bagh, 
and the excavation works at Chanchoda. He drew up conservation notes 
devising measures of repairs to monumeuts at Kberbat, Ater and Suhania, 
He visited 36 places in difieretu districts of the Stale for listing of mono, 
ments and taking notes on Fort, 

The Offg. Superintendent visited Padhavli to direct the conservation 
in progress, and the following places for hating of monuments!— 

Nurabad, Amtol, Dhonwa, Dandokikhidak, jakhoda, Khudaoli and 
Chanderi. 
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V. Conservation. 

During the year of report conservation of ancient mono men ta was 
carried out at Padhavli (District Tonwarghar), Lashkar (District Gird}, 
Besnagar (District Bhilsa) and at Bagh (District Atnjhera) As the non¬ 
recurring grant proposed in the budget for Samvat L9S6 was not sanc¬ 
tioned, the conservation activities were limited to the small recarring grant 
availed for this purpose in the regular budget. The list of monumenia 
conserved and the amoants spent on these works, is shown in Appendix B 

Padhavli iOLsmei Ti)Mrc«ri^Aar),~The monnmeats treated here is (be 
remnant of a beautifnl temple of the 10th Cent. A. D. which had to be te< 
cUmod from the womb of a fortress which sprang on it in later times. 
The work of conserving this monument was started as early as V, S, 198S. 

The Annual Keport for that year contains notes on the general condi¬ 
tion and description of the monument. But in view of other more iinpor* 
tant worlrs requiring urgent attention, suScient funds could not be spared 
for the completion of this work at one stretclu The work ts thereforn 
being pushed on gradually year after year as will appear from the annual 
reports of this Department, for the last four years. Prom the available 
grant in the year of report the following items were executed;— 

1. The accretions and hllm^s roifnd the temple were excavated and 
removed to the extent necessary for ex|)o^g the plinth of the 
main temple and the original pavement in front. The accretions 
in some places consisted of pucca masonry walls which were 
dismantled and taken oH, In places the ftllings were mixed 
with heavy blocks of stone which were removed with some 
difficulty. 

2. Masonry breast walls were then built up to stop the slips of the 
edges of debris and accretions which had thus becD cut up. 

3. I’ortioos of the pavement of the Satihamattdapti had lieen dis. 
turbed They were properly relaid, missing slabs being supplied. 

•1. Petty repairs in cut.«tone were done to the walls of the temple. 

5. Disturbed ceiling stones and panels of sculptttfes were reset in 
position and all the carvings and sculptures were freed from 
rubbish filling and obscuring them lor centuries. Some work 
still awaits being done here in the next y^r, 

LaMar {Diitrici (3frdj — Chhatri of Maharani Lakshmibai of Jhansi 
the conservation of which was ciompleicd in Samvat itiNS, attracts a good 
noinber of viBiicas on account of ite prominent situation which made it 
necessary to keep a whole lime c^ite-taker on the spot to keep the monu¬ 
ment clean and protect the same from vandalism. The care-taker thus 
ai^inted wjG^ required to live at the site and so a temporary quarter 
was buitl for him duiviig the year ol report. Besides one of the inscribed 
tablets on the chhatri which had broken was replaced. Also name panels 
both in linglish imd Hindi nn gate posts were added for guidance of 
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passers-by. The procedure for the acqiiiaihoo of laud round the chhatri 
having completed, compensation for the same was also paid during the 
year of report. 

Be»nfigar ( THsttiH Bhiiea).—Tvto miles north-weat of Uhibn Station 
along the Rliilaa-Samshabad road stands the most ancient and important 
archicologicd monument in the State namely the /*iWnr, locally 

called Khtmhaba. The monument is sHuaied in the compound of the 
house of a Babaji who is a farmer and keeps a number of cattle. To save 
the monument from these rural friends, a stone and hor railing was 
provided some yesita ago along with the conservation of the monument. 
But the railing proved too weak to withstand the attacks of the ancon- 
soii^a vandals—the quadrupeds—and gave way several times This railing 
had therefore lo be replaced with a new one made up of stronger stone 
posts and pipes in places of barsi A care-taker has also been apjxjinted 
recently to look after the Bhilsa monuments. He is charged with the 
further safe.guarding of this valuable relic and keeping the premises neat 
and tidy. With a view to free the monument of this sort of recurring 
trouble, operations for the acquisitions of the land round the monument 
for the Archaeological Department have been started. 

In response to a proposal of this Department, the P. W, Depart¬ 
ment conatrected in the year of report a puccu approach road to the 
Heliodorns pilbr which being one of the most interesting monuments in 
the State attracts even distant foreign visitors. This toad will greatly 
facilitate the visits of highclass travellers, A long-felt want has thus been 
siippHod for which our thanks are due to the P. W. D, 

B-xgk {Disirkt .inyAiirti).—The group of Buddhist Caves at Bagh 
are too wellknown to need an introduction here. Measures of clwtfance 
and some very argent repairs have been eieeuted here in the past few 
years. Being the |iromier monument in this State and being in the urgent 
need of repairs, a comprehensive estimate for this work has been for some 
time under the consideration of the Council of Regency, As no sanction 
for a special grant for this {nirpoee was received in the year of repsrt, 
some emergent work only was carried out from the current year’s ordinary 
budget grant, the items thus executed being:— 

1. Decayed rock in certain places was chiselled off. 

2. Such portions of pillars, of wails as were in immediate danger of 
peeling or falling off were repaired in cut-stone masonry. 

VI. Annual Up-keep. 

Annual clearance and peUy repairs were carried out to all important 
l^roiips of motminents already conserved. 

VH. Exploration 

(n) Excavations. 

No proper excavatioti could De taken up this year, as the monuntents 
above ground, whose ctmgervatioti was incomplete has a prior claim in the 
available funds. However a trial excavation was tried at Cbancboda. 
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Chancboda* is a small town and headqnarLers of a Tehsil in Dtatoct 
Esagarh of the State. A two miles branch risad connects this town with 
the Agra^Bombay trunk toad at Benagaon, a small Mandi aboat lAO 
south of Gwalior, Chanchoda is said to have been founded by Kbichi 
Rajputs probably in the ISth century when their capital was in the 
stronghold at Bajraiigarh and possesses a small fort (now ruined) on a 
small hillock. There are no ruins of antiquaTiaji interest except the re- 
mains of a snmtl shrine of the medieval times and a piece of monolithic 
piHar. The latter is a portion of a sixteen sided pillar of reddish sand.- 
stone i* in diameter with a socket hole in its top which is apparently 
entire. When it was best examined it was standing upright on the north 
bank of the Chaoeboda tank projecting nearly S feet above ^ound. 
Tradition described it as a lat marking the site of a big hidden tr^uie 
whose exposure was attended with remendous perils and bad consequences, 
To the archaeologists, however, it was beyortd doubt a portion of an old 
monolithic column such as were erected in front of temples or stupas 
and its examination promised clue to some historical inscription on the 
column itself or exposing the remains of a connected monument, So 
when the water level of the tank felt to its lowest in the hot season the 
ground round the shuft was excavated carefully and carried a few feel 
below the bottom of the shaft. But the attempt carried us no further 
Tt was found that the pillar 7*' long was a piece of the shaft of a column 
while lower portion was missing aud thus, it was not standing on its 
original site. How and whence it came here could not be traced. 

<//) Listinig of Aonuments. 

One hundred and thirty .four Monuments situated at 45 diilerent places 
in the districts of Amjheta, Bhilsa, Bhind, Esagarh, Gird, Mandasor, Narwar, 
SbajapuT and Tonwarghar, were listed in the year of report. 

District Amjhera, 

•ItifyArrj.—This place has already been explored in post years. This 
visit was made especially to take notes about the fort, in connection with 
an order of the Borne Member Sahib la compile a descriptive list of the 
forts and gadhi^ in the State, 

The fort stands on the west bank of the tank. It is built of rubble 
stone and brick in lime and consists of two adjecent co-mt^yards. A gate 
in the west wall gives access to the outer enclosure. After passing through 
the outer ooun one enters the Inner cajurt by a gate in the south wail 
The outer enclosure contained horse stables and servant quarters which 
are now in total ruins, and the more important rciidential buildings are 
situated in the inner court now occupied by the DistUlary and its staff. 

Two of the buddings are three storeyed and the rest two storeyed. 

The chief feature of interest about this fort worth-noticing is that 
that there are some ronii paintn^ decorating the third storey of rhe main 
building. They depict scenes of Darbar and Shikar of R ijput kings and 
feats of acrobats etc Unfortunately the walls are now white-washed 
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with the result that the paintings are ohliterated; but the wash can per¬ 
haps be removed and at least some of the paintings reclaimed. There is 
also an old gun 7' 9" long with an apcrJiira if* In diameter 

District Bhilsa. 

The village lies 6 miles east of Udaypur about Ih miles 
from Basoda i}/direct rouri*. The place was visited in consequence of 
a report to (he effect that an inscription had been unearthed there during 
farming opaction by Mr. Patel, the Zamindar of the place. The village 
stands at the slope of a low hlU and cliim'i no antiquities. The inscrip¬ 
tion under reference turned out on examinatiun to be an inscribed Sati 
stone which originally stood at the spot, aod fell prostrate in course of 
time and was exposed again while digging earth for the repair of the 
earthen dam of the adjoining tank. Close to the above Sati, under a 
tamarind tree, stood another Sati-stone which also is inscribed. The 
inscription on the prostrate pillar is dated in V. S. 1392 aod that on the 
standing one is dated in V. S, 1393. Both refer to the reign of Sult^ 
Mahmud or probably Muhammad Tughalaq of Delhi ( Vid( Nos. I and 2 
of Appendix D,) and both hsve the usual sculptures. 

f/d'iypwr.^Outside the Motia Gate of the town stands a small mos¬ 
que in Mandu style. It was noticed last year and is described in last 
year's report. It was examined again this year to verify the inscription 
on the spot as the impreiisioiis were cot clear enough. 

District Bhind. 

The place was visited this year again with a view to check 
the notes on the fort taken ptreviously and to add such as were necessary 
for being embodied in the proposed History of Forts, A fresh monu¬ 
ment noticed here this time Is a well near the temple inside the fort. It ha.s 
an inscription in Hindi cat in raised letters, recording the construction 
of the well by one of the kings {Vide No. R of Appendix D). Further 
it came to notice on close examination that the temple is a later conversion 
of what was originally a i^art of Mahal. This is iuidicated among oihcf 
proofs by the fact that the marble treal stones of the steps leading the 
temple have been taken promiscuously from the marble in front. There 
are two cisterns in between the Dewankhana or Deivan-i-Khaa and the 
marble flooring. On the hack of the Dewankhana is a large open air 
doable platform with a raised seat or throne in the west wali Probably 
a spaciooB tAainton^j tent was set op here when necessary and used as 
a Dswand-Am. 

JSnrn.—It is a fairly large village and is situated on a low earthen 
mound which hatl at one time a Gadhi of earthen walls It lies about 
six miles to the north-west of Riihora Kalan Railway btation and is better 
known oO account of the lower head works on the Sank Asan main canal 
located here. Some ancient ruins lie within the precincts of the village; 

Outside the village, towurds the north, stand a few ruined shrine. 
One of these is a shrine facing east near what was once a tank. It stands 
on a plinth about eight feet high above ground of which the inner core 
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only !£ preserved. The siihara and porch are fallen away. The door 
frame exists irt and has VUhnii as the central figure on its lintel. 
Blit inside is what appears to have been a pedestal supporting a Ssun 
Linga now no more. On the outer face of walla are Ganesa in the 
south, Sarya in the west and Kartikeya in the north. 

Nearby lie an old well with a one piece stone trough. Further north 
lie remnants of two more shrines, one of which teiatned part of walls. 
Qose to these is another old round well the lower ptirtion oI which is 
boilt of small stone masonry and the* upper portion of large blocks and 
a one piece stone trough placed beside. 

Close to the village, towards the north-east about a hendred feet of 
the track lie half buried in a field four memorial paiars. i'he top panel 
of each one shows a bust whose hair is in the form of a wig. The lower 
IKinpl? of sculpture show the usual scenes of fight etc. In one or two ate 
Cows Buckling their calves. Pieces of two more pillarsi are lying on the 
site. These are locally called Joginis, 

Further-on in a field along a canal distributary running in a north, 
ernly direction an; two SatUstones with the usual sculpture. One of these 
is lying and bi'ars an inscription dated V. S, which is illegible in 

other respects. 

Bara AWon.—It is a good Village about five miles on the toad to 
Bbander. Near the village are seen the ruins of probably two Vishnu 
temples lying Hanking the road, The original temples, it seems were of 
bricks decorated with stooe carvings, as the site is studded with brick bats. 
The brick mounds seem to have been exploited for house building by 
the villagers as very little of the material now survives on the sjwt. How. 
ever what is left of the stone carvings is a high class relic of the sedptor's 
art iuid may be as old as the 7th or 8th century A D, The surviving 
pieces consist of two complete door jamb^ fragments of another door 
fraiDe, two lintels, one sil and a torso of an idol of god all belonging tti 
Vishnu temples. 

—it is a small village a mile and a half west of Ater, and 
not of very old stunding. It derives its name from a Devalaya of a tem¬ 
ple in the village said to have been built 1^ a Bbadauria liaja, which is 
now tn ruins. The only object noticed here is an interesting Sari monu. 
mom on a platform outside village by the side of the foot-path from Atcr 
to Efevala. There is no clear inEcription on the monuments. The exact 
name of the Haja is not known. This tnuch^ however, ia certain that be was 
one of the Bhudauritt Kiders of Ater, w'hose descendaotB still enjoy a 
Jagit at Nayagatm, District EUiwah, and come to worship ihe Sati on 
certain occasions 

The carved slab measures x 2' and is built up in brick and lime 
work. The sculpture is pecaliar. The Raja lb shown seated on a throne 
m the centre To the right of Raja nre carved two rows of females and 
a sun in the comer. The upper row reprcaente attendants carrying 
lAr.icri and fan while in the lower mw lire musicians playmg on tabor, 
guitar and cyrnhaJs. To the Itft of the Raja is seated the Rani who be- 
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caiin? Sati. She ia fitting in a peculiar pose with face turned to^raids 
the Raja and holds a cocoanut in her hand. There is a sword under her 
feet. She is also attended by two rows of Femaks. The upper row ee- 
presenta attendants who carry in their hands a chowtit a nuraht (jar) and 
a cup The moon is represented in one top corner and the son on its 
opposite In the lower row are six lady musiciana three of whom are 
playing on the »itar, the cymbal and the tabor respectively, while the 
remaining are dancing and singinR. Opposite this row on the left are 
live musictanS) one holding khndto! and the rest are dancing. There is 
a line of inscription on the left hand cornet bat is too much worn-out to 
be made out. 

Another slab of about the same wks as the one just described stands 
on ruined platform adjoining the above. The general design is also very 
similar but the carving is only in shallow outline, 

tiohad —This was visited again in the year of report in order to 
enquire further about the Christian tombs examined last year (ITdr Annual 
Report for ^ am vat 198ft), No more tombs could be traced. The only 
new piece of information wiw that the tombs are locally tJuUed Garas, i. 
tombs of Qora log (white Buropeans). Lambert’s tomb near the Dak 
Bungalow is Called Burraha Gora, and the two other ate called GohadUsa 
Gora and Bannipuraha Gom respect K'ely. 

fiV/Aad*.—This village possesses besides the Christian tomb already 
known, the site of an old temple, a worn-out sculpture of Kubera and a 
Sati pillar with the usual sculpture lying prostrate. Ail these .are by the 
side of the cart-track from Gohad. The Christian tomb here which is 
faced with stone slabs is the most preserved of all such tombs in the 
vicinity of Gohad 

Distrki Bajrangarh (Esagarh). 

BtyVfinffflr/f.—The place has been explored in past years. It was 
visited again this year to examine the Diabhuja Devi’s temple which still 
remained to be liEted and also to take additional notes on the FotL 

The fort of Bajrangarh as noticed before has been built by Khichi 
Rajputs in the Ifth centtiiy. Nothing beyond tradition has survived to 
support the assertion. Another tradition asserts that the fort was originally 
built by a people of Bt t Gadin now extinct and was improved later 

on by the Khichi Rajput conquerors who also built forts at Raghogarh, 
Maksudangarh, Narsingharh and KhUchipur, besides many other small 
fortresses in the Khichiwada or the country round BajTangmrh The 
building in the fort known as Mahal is said to have been built in I8ft3, 
The fort was captured by Baptist Filose in V. S. lB7g, for Sdndia, in the 
time of Jaisingh the last ruling Rajput prince of Bajrangarh. 

The Bisbhuja Devi temple is a small modem shriue and stands on a 
low hill about a mile to the south west of the town The whole building 
is a two Btoreyed one. The ground Sat is a Dharmashala The shrine 
proper and some other subsidiary buildings are on the upper storey. Tlie 
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shrine has a fluted dome for its a pillaiwl porch and pracfaitifAifiO 

path the whole perched on a small platform facing north. On its left or 
west is an old mftiiwval shrine with a cell and porch now in ruins. The 
sculpture of goddess, an eighteen armed Mahiahamardini now worshipped 
in the modem templo appears to be the broken idol taken from the old 
temple. The idol is now repaired and hnished with oil pmnt, red body, 
green san and yellow eftoli (vest), She is accompanied by two female 
attendants. There ia under the feet of fhe goddess the body of a buffalo. 
The detached bead of the buffalo now present is an earthen obfecr, the 
original one of stone having been otiginilly lost. 

On another platform at the back of the shrine arc the ilth and 12tb 
century images of Bhairava and nine other goddesses namely, [IJ Parva^ti 
standing, (2) Indrani seated, [3j Vaishoavi seated on Garuda, (4) Kali 
seated, (.*11 Brahmani seated, fill an unknown goddess seated on horse, 
(7) I’^umari, (8) Mahest'ari and (tf) Varahi Close-by ts lying an old 
sculptured litital having on it in the centre Siva duncipg accomiwnied by 
five goddesses and Ganesa playing on different insttumente of 
The temple is provided with lighting pyramids fDipamalikas) three on back 
and two in front as wtll as two hufiulott/'iti! (halls) and Nagaikhana. 
A two line Nagari inscription on the metal beU records that it Is a gift 
from Kondo Krishna Limaye in V S. iy44. There is also a recent sciib. 
ing with charcoal on the temple by some visiioc recording that the tem¬ 
ple was built by one Jaimangalsingh (?) of Raghogatfa. This writing is 
quite modem hut it may have preserved an old tiaditlon. 

Close the hill is an old site which is said to have yielded old bricks 
and stones of Jaina temples now built into modem jaina temples in the 
town of Bajrangarh, 

Chanrhida.^TWis is a large village, two mitea by road from Binagaon 
Dak Bong.ilow on the Agra-Bombay trunk road, about 185 miles south 
of Gwalior. The place possesses a few monuments cf archmologicat 
interest such as the piece of shaft of an old column dealt under 'Excavii- 
tions {p. ft) above, a Turned old shritre and a small ruined fort. 

The town itself does not appear of long founding and probably grew 
up only under the Khichi Rajputs who are said to have built the small 
fort here. The fort stands on a small hiU on the west of the town, was 
protected by many strong bastions and had a number of residential 
buildings of the Rajput type, flut they are all nowin ruins, There is 
in the (ori also a cbhatri of a Gosai named Bhiiugir, which bears a 
Hindi inscription recording that it was built by Mahraja Sri Vikramajit 
(Vide No. 3 of Appendix D,). Another small hillock close.by is shown 
as the site of an oU fortress called Phuta mh or ruined fort. 

XU here maybe mentioned (I i 

ihe tank, tS) Bagajesvar Mabadeva templo which is situated m the midst 
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Chandr,rL—Ths plice haa been fdiy explored in the past yea^s. 
It wjs visited twice in the year of report. Once for annuaJ iQspecbon cf 
the conserved monuments and for the second time in response to a report 
of the care-taker about an inacription. This inscriptioD nas already been 
noticed in V, S. 1971, but it attracted notice simply as the care*taker 
reported about it under difTeieot name and was thought to be a new one. 

Further enquiries were carried about the tomb of Captain Keatings 
who fell herein 11158 and was buried on the fort. During the inspection 
of the fort two strayed tombs built of rubble stones and time were pointed 
out. One is on the Gilua Tal, lies north and south and baa a lamp post at 
iis head and is evidently a muhaoimadan one. 

The other tomb shown is under a tamarind tree near a cbhairi closed 
to the point where the passage begins to descent to the Jogesii'ari temple. 
The preseoi tomb is only a platform lOj^ long, 6^' broad and 'V high. It was 
perched on a bigger platform or enclosed with a cotnponod wall the debris 
of which lie scattered round it. The tomb lies in east and west direction 
afeer the Christian custom no doubt, but no cross or post at its head now. 
U has however, a masonry base'mark at im head which must have a 
cross or some inscriptioti Its close pioximity to the point of K^tings^ 
escalade further supports the surmise that it is the tomb of a Captain 
Keatings. Careful clearance round the tomb might clear tbe point still 
further. 

Another object brought to notice was low depression on the fort near 
the road to the liest house. It is believed to mark a tank (now silted up) 
named J»r Tatai or Johar Taf so called, it is said, on account of the 
Rajput ladies of Medaint Rai having performed Jobar on its Kink, wtien 
he went to hght bis last battle with Babar in 15^7. 

A third moaumeut which came to light this time is a Christ ian tomb 
inside the city. It lies to the interior near the city wall about half a 
furlong to tbe west of the Delhi gate The tomb i#. built of nibble stones 
under a Khirni tree and is now enveloped in jungle. It measures 
9' X X ‘f and has a slab stuck up at its eastern end on which is incised 
in relief a cross. The tomb is a Christian one beyond doubt, the only 
integuUrity being that the cross U set up on the cast instead of its usual 
jilace on tbe west. This discrepancy is possible also owing to the fact 
that the slab is loosed and might have been wrongly planted after wards. 
Nothing 1 $ known about the inmate of the tomb. 

FaWigarA,"!t is a small town reduced to a village about mites 
by ro.'id to south-west of Guna. The only monument worth examina* 
tioD b the fort, said to have been built up hy kings of the Khichi Rajputs 
line who reigned at Bajtangarh. The name of the builder is not known, 
Tbe fort neither possesses any building of special architectural or histofi 
cal interest nor has any ittEcription. Fortifications and other structures 
here are built up of rubble stone in lime. There are many marks of 
bombardment. The fort has captured by tbe Maratbas along ^with Bairan- 
garb, Ragbogarh and Kampur forts, < 
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At pitisent the local police station is honsed in the fort and the three 
storeyed building called I^chched is used as quarters of the Police Sub> 
Inspector, 

Rampnr ,—It is about 30 miles by road to the south>west of Guna be¬ 
ing connected by branch road to the Gana*Fatebgarh read. Construction 
of a big iirlgatioii reservoir near this town in the recent year^ and the 
abundance of good cultural land has attracted some BomtM,y agriciilturists 
who carried on husband ary on sciendtic lines with agrictdtural machinery. 
Some old sculptures are built tip in the dam of a tank. 

The place was visited to oramioe its fort. 1 he fort stands [nctures- 
quely on the west bank of a Nala* there being a ghat to reach it from the 
fort. As usual is in this localityj the fort is built up of rubble stone and 
lime. There are a number of resideodal buildings in the fort. But they 
are in total ruins and nothing of particular interest has survived. A few 
fragnrentaiy sculptures are kept leaning against the outer face of the west 
wall among which are images of Siva and Parvati, and Seshasayi Vishnu, 

Nothing is known of the builders of (he fort except the iniditioii that 
Khichi Cbdians of Bajiaugarh took it from Shamraj Tapnrr after the 
latter was killed. In the interior of the fort a gate is still pointed out where 
the warrior met bis death and some sort of worship is ofiered here to the 
memory of the departed soldier. It is one of the twelve forts captured 
by John Baptist for the Marathas in V. S. I878i other noticeable fors cap* 
tured E>eing Bajraogarh, Fatehagarh and Chanchoda in Gwalior State and 
Chbahra and Gugor m the Tonk State 

A tradition is also current of the queen of jaisLogh who was a devoted 
worshipper of Lord Krishna and who was killed by her own man as she 
refused to flee away with her royal husband at the last moment of the 
battle as worship she had been performing had not been yet flnished, 

A somewhat damaged inscription was found in the inner face of the 
principle (north east) gale The inscription ts a magic square consisting 
of nine sub squares. The local people believe it to be an etficacious spell. 
They say that the cattle passing through the gate under this spell ate 
immune from disease. 

District Gird* 

It is a ftood village about ten mil^ to the north-west ol Antri 
Railway Station, It possesses some ruins of interest as described below;— 

1. Ama-^a5a-k|.J/y^Ai._This U a ruined Hindu temple of the Ilih 
Century about a furlong to the west of the village. It has lost 
its SUhar and porch both, a portion of walls nf the shrine toom 
IS standing. The temple faced ncffth and was dedicated to Siva 
as a lingam and Nandi are lying dosed by and worn-out sculp¬ 
tures of banesa and Parvati are among the decorations on the 
waits. The surviving structure measures x 14^' on plan, 

Iksides the cart track to the above monument, on a platform under 
a pi^ tree, are heaped fragments of sculptures among which more than 
one images of seated Jaina Tirtbamkaras may be seen. 
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a. Oa the northern gktrti of the village is another group of ruina, 
On the foot-path to the above passage are {«) a modern Mata 
temple, (AJ a blind well and ((*) a raodern room called jlji/Afln. 
In each of these ace seen fragments of old wotn-oui sculptures 
lying loose or stuck up in the walls, ^ 

3, One of the ruins railed Gaoeaa Pahadi is a mound covered with 
brick bats and probably marks the site of a temple now extinct. 
It is so named probably after a sculpture of Ganesa 
high, placed vertically almoBt in the centre of mound and resting 
against a piece of broken female sculp’nre, which though now 
broken might have been equal to that of Ganesa when complete. 
Close to it are Ipng a torso of a larger male sculpture and two 
dwarf pillars which are interesting on account of thetr having 
humao faces and heads with plated hair carved in relief near 
their tops. At the eastern fot>t of the mound lies a tall but much 
damaged sculpture of Kalt (skeleton form l(rftkeQ in three pieces. 

Just oppoaitfi this mound and a furlong to the west of it is the 
other group of ruins. The group consists of a temple, loose 
sculptures and wime IS lingams stuck up in the ground the whole 
covering an area lotf >t 140' enclosed by low brush wood and a 
few trees, and strewn over with brick bats. 

The lingas are all plain but of fair dimensions. The biggest one 
planted on a modem cAo/jMira, measures Si' K gj' x Curiously enough 
no debris are left at the site to indicate the number of smaller shrines to 
which these lingas belonged or to know the exact purpose of the presence 
of so many lingas. Some excavations may perhaps yield the desired 
explanation. 

Among (he loose sculptures may be seen four Nandis, a torso of a big 
sculpture, two or three smaller sculptures, and a prostote Sati'Stotm with¬ 
out any inscriplion, 

The temple stands close to the northeast comer of this area and Is 
well preserved except that a part of JiiiAar is gone and has been replaced 
by a modem cupola of brick and lime in later times. The shrine room in 
the interior measures 7l' x 7Y while the outer measuremmita are 16' » 

The temple faces east and probably had no porch at all. The temple 
shelters no particular idol at present though a loose liuga and three female 
images and two other fragments rest in a diisordedy manner agamst the 
back wall inside the shrine room. The temple appears to be fairly ancient 
and might be assigned to 8-'ith century on account of its carving and 
sculpture It differs in some details from the 10-1 Ith century temples. 
For example the door frame has no dedicatory block but has a frieze of 
Chaitya medallions in its place. In the centre of the lintel is however a 
damaged tigure resemblmg Gamda. The lower sculptures on the door 
jambs nre almost hidden and so is the case witli the plinth of the temple 
as the debris have accumulated opto the sill level of the temple. 
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Oo the outer fuces of temple above plinth ta a tend of sculptutes in 
which may be seen Ganeaai Parvati, Kaumaci and a few dwarf and 
nude male and female figures, 

Churlu —This is a hamlet half a mile to the south of the Tekanpur 
irrigation dam on the Gwalior Jhanst Road. About two furlongs to the 
east of the village te a piece of waste and protebly the site of an old town 
possibly dated between the Sth and 1 tth centuries, covered with teick bats 
and potsherds and having fragmentary sculptures and other ruins des¬ 
cribed below;— 

Half a mile to the south-east of the village stands a Jaina chaumukba. 
On the pedestal on each of its four »des are two lions seated, facing away 
from each other with a wheel or Oharma chakra between. In panels next 
above are four seated images of Jainas out of which one can be Identified 
as Parsvanath from the serpent seat and canopy. The canopies of the 
remaining three are in the form of Bengal roofs with foliage decoration. 
The portion next above is sixteen-sided, further next is eight^sided and ends 
with circular cone at the top. At four comets of tlie sixteen-sided portion 
are four garland bearers. Between each pair of garland bearers is a mir 
dariQa with two hands tonlyl playing on each. 

There are two courses of leaf decoration and a headed rosary'libc 
omaraeot between i hem in the sue teen-sided portion, It measures 
square at the base and is T'S" high. 

Near-by is lying the tower half of a small sculpture with an attendant 
on the right. Three sites of Siva temples which are marked by the 
presence of biva lingas lie one to the east, a second to the south and a 
third to the north of the Jaina chaumukba. 

Near the northern site are lower fragments of two aculptnres of Ma- 
hishamardini, an upper fragment of a goddess and a Naga image coiled 
up. The linga here also had a face. The style of sculptures is early 
mediaeval if not Gnpta. 

A terra-cota image of a seated goddess lying loose on a moond was 
picked up and removed to the Arch^otogicai Museum The surviving 
wallings of a bride temple on this sits, are built of large sised old bricks 

jffAoiMfcr.—This place was also visited for the second time. The only 
information brought to notice area few relics of the Muhammadan saint 
Gatibor popularly known Hate Kaput of Gwalior. The saint is said to 
have originally lived at Bhander and one Wahid-ud-din, son of Muham¬ 
mad Latif claims himsielf as a descendant of saint's family and in support 
of his asserliQO he produced two Bhahi sanads by virtue of which he still 
enjoys some of the land in Muafi which was once granted to the saint 
under the Mughals. Apart irom his own claims, he produced certain 
relics of the saint himself which are dcrscribcd here as a matter of inter«st 
though the readers may take the description for what it is 

One of the objects is a bundle of grey hair alleged to be of the saiat 
hinwolf, though it cannot be aatd tbal they are of beard or of the head. 
Another object U a roiary of black glass beads. A third and most interMt- 
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ing object is i piece of fine piitti or cotton tape in which a verse from the 
Quran is very dexteriously woven (black lettere on a white held). The tape 
itself is a fine specimen of fabric of those days. 

Baba Kapur whose tomb is at G^valior and who is li'ery widely vene¬ 
rated is said to have lived at Bhaoder for fifty years before he went over 
to Gwalior. He was a mystic and helped those who sought bis aid in dis* 
tress. His name is still invoked by labourers and cartmen when they are 
set on a difficult piece of work or at the begiiming of the day’s work, 

Ottndapura. —This village is three miles by foot-path to ihe north¬ 
east of Pawa» one of the many shooting resorts which lie to the south-west 
of Lashkar. Dundapura is also reached by cart-track from Panihar Rail¬ 
way Station whence it is about eight mil^ nearly west of it 

The present owner of the village, Mr Jag tap on hearsay it seems, 
repotted that there were some old images and caves in a hill neitr the 
village, which fact led to the inspection of the place. 

The village appears to have been a flourishing one, a hundred years 
back as testified by originally well built but unfortunately now desolate 
houses, a big Haveli and a good modem temple of Rama both built by the 
former Rajput Zamindars. The village stands on a slope of a hUl, on the 
border of a dense jungle full of wild beasts, over-looking the Sankh river 
(on the east), the situation bemg very picturesque when the river U flooded 
during tbe rains. 

The place seems to be inhabited for the last 800-3t0 years. For 
there are on the bank of the river at least three tininscribed memorial 
pillars of warriors killed in battle;, about the LD-t Uh century A. D, 

Next there are also the ruins of a small Siva temple of which, the 
platform, a few carved beams, and 4 or 5 Siva lingas are all that remain, 
Close-by are the ruins of a Jatna temple. The idol is a seated Jaina whlcb 
is now lying outside the temple appears to date from the 1 Itb century. 
The building which is built of small stone masonry with frames, etc., 
carved in big stones is surely later. The style of car^'ing on the door 
frames being not earlier than tbe Ifith century. The shrine had disap' 
peated, tbe Sabha l^andapa and pomh remains with two door frames, 
one leading to the shrine and the other to the hall. One of the pillars of 
this temple has a short pilgrim's record dated V. S. 1593 (?). 

A mile to the north of the village on a boulder of rock io the bed of 
the river a few ahalbw letters in emdo Dova Nagari characters have been 
carved among which a dale may be read as V S. l5Ti (?) 

No caves exist in the neighbourhood. I was shown a Kho^ in the deep 
jungle very difficult of access about two miles to the south-west of the 
village, what appears to have been once a sort of oatuial cavern, and now 
the very home of tigers and other wild beasts. 

Dand«-ii*thidak, —It is a fmall village about ten miles south-west of 
Ghatigaon mi the Agra Bombay Road or the Gwalior Light Railway Sta¬ 
tion Naunanda. To the north of the village near the foot of tbe hill called 
Kbanditie ruins of group of 1 itb or iIStb century shiines among which a 
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lying a Sati stone dated V> S. X'1A4. Similar ruins but still more fragmen- 
tary He about two furlongs further in the Jungle:, These ruins are practically 
of no interest as thev are too meagre to describe. The only thing to be 
noticed is that these are termed locally as Rathas or chariots on account ol 
the fallen circular slabs {Amaht ‘‘Has) of stkhar lying close to them which 
the rustics take for wheels of chariots. 

Jakhi/dfi ,—This village lies about one mile and one half to the south eaai 
ol Dande-khkhidak. It seems to have been of some standing as there is 
a ruined Gadbi on the hill overlooking the village. But no ruins of 
importance were met with here. There are a few ioscribed Sati-stcnes 
of the 1,‘ith and 16th centuries and very fragmentary ruins of a Siva tern* 
pie to the north of vdlage. Close to it lies prostrate a crude sati_atone 
with an inscription now almost completely efaced. The village ts popu¬ 
lated by Gujar Thakurs. 

Khudauti.—Tvfo furlongs to the east of Jakhodu village or on the other 
side of the hill of jakhoda lies a waste land where some ruined habitations 
mark the site of this now deserted village, Here are, alsO| seen three 
groups of fragmentary rums of 12th century temples in an advanced stage 
of decay and are known as Rathas as mentioned under Dande>ki-khidak 
village. One old blind well is aalo situated near the ruins. 

Sujmai/a. —Doo-kho is a picturesque shikar resort about M miles by 
road to the 6outh.west of Lashkar. t} miles to the west of Deo-kho stands 
a village Malipura, close to which lie a number of ruins of Hindu and 
jaina temples. But these ruins practically lie within the limits of Snjwayar 
another village a mile funher of Malipura This btier village is said to 
have be^ once an adjunei of Sujwaya This is coroborated by the word 
pora BO called as a handful of Mails once maintained small gardens on 
the fertile plots with the abundant water supply on either bank of the 
Nala flowing in this small ravine. The traces of the eirclosures of the now 
extinct gardens are still visible though many of these have since been 
turned into helds for dry farming. 

On the slope of a hfll to the north of Malipum ia a larger group ol 
ruins. One of the temples, the northern most one, was sacred to Siva, 
as the lower fragmeot (rf the enshriued idol is still lying in the carved 
debris. It was a representation of Siva and Pamti seated on Nandi and 
Lion with Ganesa and Kartikeya, 4mong oLher sculptnies are Ganeaa 
and Surya Two large ceUing slabs with large lotus dowers carved on 
them arc lying here. 

The other temples rvere dedicated to Jaina Tirthamkaras. About two 
dozen mutilated images of these Tirthamkaras, some seated, others stand¬ 
ing, some inverted and lying upside down are seen scattered on the site. 

Judging from the style of carving of these monuments may be assigned 
to the imh century as the carving is fairly good. Among the images of 
Tirthamlcuas about half a do7.en are tho^ of Parasvanatha. one at least 
IS Adinatha, and otbets have either no symbol or have lust them. Another 
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object worth-DQticfld In the mins is an upper fragment (balO of a pillar 
6' .V' long and 15" in diatnetar. The existing shaft is lonnd but the base 
was probably foar-sidad. The top ta a four-sided tenon to hold a crown 
ing member. The portion next below is an Amalasila (or a fluted disc) 
having beneath it a pact with four nitches in four directionB inset with 
Tixtbamkaras. The lowest fragment U missing which may have borne 
an inscription. About two furlongs to the north of this group towards 
Sujwaya are two modem madhis. The bigger of the two has, as one of 
the pillars sapporting its flat roofj an old memorial pillar of the 11th cen¬ 
tury A. D« with usual carving. This m arl hi shelters a large (a little bigger 
than life size) image of Hanuman not damaged and hence probably 
modem. Neiir to it is placed an old sculpture of Siva and Parvnti. In 
the smaller madhi close-by is placed an old (tOtb century] sculpture of 
ten armed Kali standing. The hands on the right hold (L) a dagger. 
{3} a swordp tS) a human head with hair, 4) a bowl (skull}^ (5j a Damru 
and those on the left carry (6) a skuUcrowoed mace, (7) a htunanhead, (8) a 
shield, (9) a bell, (101 finger put into the mouth. The breasts ate dropping 
down and the body shows a skeleton. She has the miniature Bhuia.< aa 
ganan. Close to the smaller madhi Is a chira or tall stone post standing 
on the slope of hill. It hits a hole at the top and a cow and a calf carved 
in a panel. Opposite to this in a field below a furlong to the east is an* 
other similar chira now broken and lying prostrate. There is a supersti¬ 
tious legend that this latter chira has on it a figure of a wolf and its mate 
and that when the wolf on this post will strike the calf on the other post, 
a treaiiure wilt be exposed. 

A furlong or more to the east of this latter chira on the slope of an¬ 
other hill is a modern rubble room sheltering a large old image of a six- 
anned goddess staoding and carrying in its hands (li a sword, ta] an un¬ 
known object, (3} a Damru, (4) an arrow, (5) a bow and (G) u shield. On 
one dde is carved a Siva Linga after effacing of chiselling away an older 
figure of attendant. On the other side is the attendant still surviving. 
The sculpture is about six feet tail, the stone being 7]^ feet above ground, 
the base being buried in the ground. The image is locally known as 
Bafial-ki-Mata. 

About two furlongs east of the first men tioned group of ruins on 'he 
opposite bank of Nala are the rains of another group of temples, all jaina. 
Two temples stood on a promineace side by side, The two platforms 
still show their lower courses iu Some deeply carved ceiling slabs 

are lying in the debris. There are also a few sculptures of Jajna Tinham- 
karas but most of the carved debris are decorative, 

A few yards further north is the site of a still another Jaina temple. 
A heap of debris is seen lying scattered. In this case there ace quite a 
number of well-carved sculptures of Tirtbamkaras. A Chaumukha 
2' X 2' Jt 4'.5^ is fairly well preserv'ad. There is another sculpture now lying 
upside down which shows a high pedestal and a seated figure above it. 
The figure has preserv'ed only its lower portion upto the waist. 

Other noticeable fragment are a door-jamb, and a life size figure of 
Ambika (of the Juina pantheon] half buried and without head. 


Some old wdls contempoisiry wUb the mias and a Eheda or site of 
old habitadoQ are shown near the first named gronp of temples near 
Malipura, 

District Madasor. 

Athera ,—The place lies about 12 miles aoath-‘West of Mandasor on the 
fight bank of the Seona nveti about a mile to the south of the Partabgaih 
road» The place has oothiog of archmological interest and the only object 
noticed is a modem gadhi. It was built by Cbaman Siogh Bhati Thakur 
of the dynasty of JatsaltneTi one of the States of Rajputana in V. S. 1716. 
His descendants still exist as Jagirdars. Seinor most branch of Chaman* 
eingh'a family ts now represented by HahariUigh (in 3tb generationl who 
lives at Achera and is responable for this information. The second branch 
is represented by another descendant who also hga as his name Nahar- 
singh and lives at Hagtrkhedi. The third bmnch Is represented by Madho. 
slngh at Dalauds. Chamansingh^s descendants are said to have built 
some 24 gudhis but the lUt is not uvailable. 

The gadhi Achera is in a sad state of disrepair. Two bastions S, VV. 
and S E, arc pracdGiJly fallen and so is the case with the mahal inside. 
The remaining portions are being used as quarter for the mounted guard 
stationed here for the watch and ward. 

The Kanimahal is no more- All these buildings were enclosed in a 
inner wall surrounded by a moat. Behind was a line of houses probably 
stables or quarters along the outer^most fortilications. In the outer most 
line Is the Dargah of Nurshab (?) a Fakir, Outside this enclosure are the 
temple of (Das Hannman) now empty and a pucca platform enclosed by 
a dwarf compound widl with an image of Vir Hanuman. 

About a furlong to the south of the foregoing cbabutra in a grove 
stands a modest thhatri said to be that of Chamansingh, the founder of 
the Gadhi, It oonsists of a small domed chhatri on a double platform 
all built of black stone. 

The well in the Gadhi has run dry and the Odhi (tvater lift) and 
canal from the river arc now in ruins, 

Achera U a decaying village and is at present hwld in contract by a 
speculator from Meerut tU. P.) The Thakur has only 500 Bighas of land 
in Jagtr, One of the ancetors of tin: present Thalcur fought a victorious 
battle with one Mirza a contraciur (probably of village reienue) of Gwalior 
Darbar, as the Thakur possesses a sanad granted possible by the same 
Mirza Gulam Beg which is dated in A, H. 1241. 

^hkhi>r .—The place is some SO miles to the west of Singoli, by a 
metalled road. It has a population consisting mainly of Kumavat Tba* 
Irurs who are purely agriculturists by profession. The Gadhi is quite a 
Small one and c-jnsists of a double fortifica ion of rubble in lime surroo tid¬ 
ed by a moat 

The entrance is though two gates. The outer gate has still preserved 
though in a mined state, its old door htted with iron spikes. The inner 
gate has some cut-stone work and has an image of Ganesa in a niche over 


the lioteL No building has sonrived In the iatericr. In a large niche iti 
the east wall (inside face) is placed an image of Deva Dharmaraja re¬ 
presented as a Raia riding on baise and locally vrorshipped like Khandoba 
in Mahiitashtra, The image carriL's a lance in his left hand and a flovrer in 
right one and has a Moira and serpent above. There is a well in the 
south-west corner-bastion. The other bastions also are hollow inside. 

The Oiidhi is said to have been built by Thakur of Begun which is a 
Jagk in Udayp^ State. At present the Qadhi Is used as cattle pound. 

About a hundred yards to the north of the Gadhi is a rained platform 
of an old temple built of dressed stone bat not more than 4 or h centuries 
old. The shrine is not existing but there ace now collected a few fragments 
of old sculptures of a much earlier date, i. a. of the early mediseval period, 
among which notable is a Bgore of Mahishamacdint. 

A mile and a half further north-west on the road*side under a ptdas 
tree, is a broken image of Ganesa, with a line of Nagari inscription giv. 
ing names of devotees. Nearby is a slab or cAiVa planted upright with an 
inscription of sixteen lines in Nas^ri dated V. S. 178f, which refers to the 
construction of a step-well now eitinct {Vide No. 18 of Appendix D). 

About 14 miles to the south of Bhichor is seen 
another small gadki on a hill. No building is standing. Mere heaps of debris 
are seen from a distance. It was not examined yet at dose quarters 
It is locally known as Gadh. 

Makangatij,^lt is a small cGlnny of Minas once included in the 
criminal tribes, which was fonnded as late as V. S. 1901, by one Mr 
Mackintosh stationed at Neeranch (and named after him). The place 
lies about ii miles N. E. of Bhichor and has some old coins in its 
vicinity. 

About 1}^ fnrlongs to the east of the village ate two rained shrines 
measuring x STB'' and eKteroally, From the style they 

may be dated in the 8th or even the 7tb century A, D, The fian is a 
rectangular shrine with a projecting porch supported on two advanced 
pillars. There is a rectahgnlar projection in the external face of each 
aide wall. There is no carving except on (lillats and a course on the 
horizontal oornice at the top- The tops of the shrines are badly damaged 
but possibly there were short spires on them as can be seen from the two 
or three fluted corner-stones such as are used in a .dkhfira lying on 
the site. 

The horizontal course of cornice is a line of Chaitya window orna¬ 
ment inset with birds ( ducts or swans ) and geometrical squares. 
One medallion inset with tiger head is also lying in the debris. The 
shrines are sat bn plinths of which one at least has a rectangular plat- 
form with a 

The pillars are squares Ofi plan with a decorative design of circles 
and ears ear\'ed in relief like those of the Solah I^ambbi hall at Badoh 
(District Bhilaa), Over it is a square panel bearing a Kirrimukha having 


pearl strings hanging from it. The Kirtimukha has over it a vase and foliage 
decoration. Over it ia the dticed cushion and then again a vase and foliage 
decoration. At the top is the projectlog bracket carrying the Hntel. 

No door-frame is preserved and the shrines are empty- Nearby 
are lying fragmants of old bricki, which are said to have been picked up 
during ploughing. It means that the place is an old site and possessed more 
buildings in ancient times. 

An image of Mahishamacdini in the local Mata temple at Bhichor 
referred to above is said to Jiive been remoied from these mins. Similarly 
a Chanmukha linga ts said to have been remm-ed from here to a village 
Barduni in fJdaypnr Slate, some two miles north of this place, about 
50 years ago by a Brahtnana and enshrined in a modem temple there* 
This perhaps shows that one of the old temple was sacred to Siva and 
the other to goddess in the form of Mahishantardini, 

In a niche on the south-east shrine {in the outer face of its east wall) 
is an inscribed stone. The inscription is in i5thor 7th century characters 
in Sanskrit language and consists of 15 lines and is detailed under Epigra¬ 
phy {Vide No. 20 of Appendix DJ. 

The shrines ate therefore very interesimg links between the Gupta 

temples of the 5th and 6th centuries and the spired temples of earlv 
mediaeval period, ^ 

The decorative carving on these temples is very much like that on 
the Torana pillar at Mandasor or the carvings unearthed at the Nagari 
excavations in the Udaypur State, 

Close to the temples is an old well which according to a local tradition 
was built by the Paudavas. But its existing structure does not appear 
to be even half as old as the shrines. The original wall was perhaps 
contemporary with the shrine and viras repaired later on. The head of a 
Stone idol is buiJt up in the wall of the wdL

being over 24^. These are made of brick in time and preserved talrlyj, 
another cistern of masonry plastered over called ehopdci almoat square on 
plan and{H> six pucca granaries or under-ground cellars with a round open¬ 
ing probably closed with stone covers for ttoiage of grain. They are 
situated in an open enclosure and are stil] intact. 

The ravine coming down from Gotaji's shrine on the north-side 
of the fort is dammed near below the N. W. comer. A liUle above 
is the char-hurj which is a mlniatare so called on account of the 

four bastions one at each comer. 

There is a or a sraali gate in the south tort-wall with a by¬ 

path to get down to the village. On the east the main fortification-wall 
is protected by two more enclosure walls and a moat, There is another 
kkidii in the oater-most defence enclosure. 

The main fort-wall is about 10 to 12 feet wide. Behind the battle- 
mentB is a broad passage about H feet wide all round. There arc staim 
and r^tpatx (masonry slopes) to get to this pa-iSage from ground inside, 
most of them being intact. The slopes were evidently provided for taking 
the cannon (?) upto the battlements. 

rAui-Hfai.—It is a BtnaU village about 15 miles, west of Singoli by 
road. Less than quarter of a mile to the west of the village stand the 
ruins of a Siva (?) temple of about the ihth century A. D. The temple 
faced roughly to the N. E, It stood on a high plioth whitdi ooosigted of 
a number of horbmnial mouldings, it seems to have consisted of a shrine- 
mom with a porch which hoa now disappeared completely. The 
walls of the sbcine are standing partially. The doorway has the right 
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jarab and aill i« The other jamb is lying in the debris. The lower 
I^anel on the staoding jamb has a QnnH holding a ftridant) which 

would show that the temple was sacred to Siva, The lintel which would 
have decided then) atter clearly, is tnUsing. The outer f nee of the shrine 
has survived only on the proper right wall. It shows two niches one of 
which shelters an image of Gan^a and the other that of Siva transtking 
the Gaja demon]. 

On one end of the sill is carved Ganesa and on the other (rightl is 
Kiibera, In the centre is the conventional lotua plant, in between are 
two Kirtimukbar. 

In the carved stones lying on the site can he seen an image of Bala* 
rama (four armed] with a canopy of live heads of enate. The door jambs 
are decorated with small panels, contalnittg Hindu gods Vishnu. Siva etc. 

At the back of the temple is a ^an stone lying prostrate bearing the 
images of the couple in a sunken panel and an inscription with a 
date. Another rutti stone with an inscription of V. S. lff>7 is standing on a 
platform on the N. W, of the shrine. 

A small gadhi or rather a Thakur's house stood closely on a Tila or 
hillock but it has disappeared leaving only its gate, with a cutstene door 
frame and a multifoil mehrab. 

District Narwar. 

fiiidfra.—It b a small village about four miJea to south-east of Gudar, 
a Jagir viUage in Pichhore Pargaua. In the limits of this village and 
close to the north-east end of the Jhaloni tank, stands on a hillock, a rough 
dressed pillar IK feel high above ground and l.V' k QJ* in lecuon. It 
bears a crudely engraved inscription dated V. S. 13nl and refere to Chan- 
deri and its Bundela rulers. As the inscription is not fully legible the 
exact purpose of the erection of the pillar is not clear. 

Gudar.^h i« a village owned in jagir by Bundela Thakure, descen. 
dauis of the Bundela liajas of Chanderi. I'he village stands on the slope 
of a hill abojt four miles to the south of Khaaiadhaua. the capital of a 
small State of ihe same uama and can be reached from Pichhore or from 
Basal Railway Stai:on direct, distance being 20 miles by both the routes. 
The present habitation is not very old as a deserted site about a mile to the 
south is said to be the or!g;inal site of Gudar. Gudar ts shown as Gudari 
in the State Gaz^ttetJr tna^p. 

But the area immediately below this modern village and to its north 
u studded with antiquities of the lO-lsith centuries both Hindu and Jaina- 
On the top of the hill overlooking the village arc seen the remnants of 
fortifications which mark the limit® of a Mnall fort or qM but no oihor 
rums of any kind are seen there except a temple of a goddess who is 
worshipped once a year. Between the top of the hUl and the village but 
nearer to the latter i® a gateway with a multifoil areh built of brick and 
fragments of wallings. It is said to be another gadhi built by the ances¬ 
tors of the Thakurs of Gudar which they abandoned 
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About a lew yards below tbU ruined qadhi or near tbe upper skirts 
of the village stands a comparatively modern Jakia temple which bemg 
whitewashed is prominendy viaibie from a distance. The building 
is of a modem type built of brick and stone in mud and plasteted 
over with lime, though a few pilUrs and other s:oiies of i3th coutury 
temples are built up in its verandah. According to the Inscription near 
its entrance this temple was built in V, S. lBl2j, but some of the idols 
enshrined are considerably older, as three of them bear on tbeir pedestals 
inscriptions dated V. S, 1311 These are all seated latnas of brass except 
two, which are of stone. 

In the village itself the only object of some antiquarian interest is a 
number of fragments of old sculptures collected iu a modem madid or hut 
near the Jagirdar's house and worshipped as Mata (goddesaj, Among 
the carvings the more prominent are (I a door jamb, (2^ Vishnu and 
Lakihmi on Garuda, 13} a mcjthet with a child, (4) Siva with f’arvaii. (ii-10) 
Ganesa, (U-13) Vishnus, [14} u Su-a Linga. (15) Gamda and Ufi} a 
garland bearer. 

Other relics lying in the area in front (east) of the village are as 
under:— 

On tbe lower outskirts of the village (s a group of three small shtmea one 
of which faces to the east, other to the west while the third is in quite a 
ruined condition. In the shrine facing the east and measuring 14i' « nj' ex¬ 
ternally aie stored a few old sculptores namely, (1) Vamana incarnation of 
Vishnu, (2) Brahma and (31 Lakshmi. The sculptures are probably 
not the original belongings of this temple as it seems to be 6uiva one 
from the image of Ganesa m the centre of the dedicatory block on the 
lintel of the door-way. The shrine facing the west is externally 

The door frame is similar to that of the foregoing shrine. Inside ia a 
Siva linga. There are small porches in front of each shrine and the walls 
are made of single slabs placed on edge. The third shrine of this group 
has left more traoes. The fragments of sculptures lying here are (I) Brah¬ 
ma and Brabmani, (2-3) Ganesa, (4,, Lakshmi standing, (ft) Brahma 
seated and (6) a Siva linga. Tbe lintel of a door-frame lying on the site 
has Siva in the centre and shows that tht temple was sacred to that 
god. A large ceiling slab lying closely with a btus Bower carved on the 
underside is measuring * fij' aod belongs probably to It. 

About four furlongs away to the north-east of this group on the out. 
skirts of rice fields stands the image of a goddess which ia 1^* high and is 
locally known as that of Aujani, the mother of Hanuman probably owing 
to the presence of a moilern idol of Hanuman in its close proximity. 

About two furlongs to the north of the group of Siva temples described 
above and a furlong from the village almost opposite to the modem jaioa 
temple, stand m a field three big images of Jaina Tirihamkaras facing 
almost to the west, two smaller ones (each 6^^ high) flanking the central 
bieger sculpture (9' high). One of the side sculptures has a symbol of un 
antdope on its pedestal and the other has a fish. The bigger central sculp¬ 
ture had its feet and pedestal concealed in the ground, which when cleared 
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ofV. S. 1476 (No, 27 of Appendix Dj. Haif a miJe farther from 
the site, on the way to Jhaloni, are two patf stones with inscriptioas 
dated \, S. 1527 and V^ S, ) 4 (8) 5 respectively, 

Stf.rai.—The place was visited for a second time, and the under-men. 
tioned new information was added to the previous notes. 

About u huudred feet to the west of the larger Jaina temple is a 
meiijonal pillar bearing an inscripuon in two pieces. The pillar is h' hi«h 
above ground, l' 8" broad and r thick and faces east- It has thr« 
p^d^sof sculptures. The ceatnil panel is surrounded with a fiame of 
w ic e upper and lower borders together bear an interesting inscription 
which on palcBogcaphicd grounds may be assigned to ii.Zih century A, D. 

J r No, 3 j of Appendix D), The inscription records the voluntary 
selF^ramatioti of a sorrowing mother after her sons had met heroes’ death 
on battle field.

The hVfCO in the shrine appears to be in old one but the 
Jaladhan is cov-ered with a brass sheet as also the half 
front of the sill of the shrine-door • ^ moon-stone in 
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The temple in its present foim was built in the August of 1882 by 
the order of Col Martin, Olhcer Commandingr Agar cantonntent, as ro« 
corded in an inscription painted in plaster and sttll preser\'ed 

A stream called Banganga llowa closeby and Col. Martin has 
put six low dams on it to hold water for visitors at the annual mela. 

There is a small tank at the back of the temple called Katnal Knnd 
on account of red lotuses which grow in it. There is also a small cistern 
near the N. W, corner of the temple called Gau Kund. 

It is said that the Col.^s interest in the temple tvas lOu^cd by his 
wife who revered the Deity as her Benefactor. The legend runs that 
Col. Martin was on active sers'ice in the 2nd Afghan War His family was 
behind in the cantonment It so happened that for a long time 
Mrs Martin had no netvs of her husband and naturally became very 
anxious about his safety. About that very lime, the annual mela came 
off, which is being held at this temple every year in the bright half of 
Chaitra tMarch-April}. As the Col.’a wife saw crowds of people going to 
the temple for durtaii she enquired what the matter wus. She was told 
that the people gathered to worship God Shn, who fulfils the wishes of 
bis earnest devotees. With a heavy and Impatient heart she ^veot to the 
pujari and asked if his deity woald grant her wishes. The pujari informed 
her that if her prayers were earnest and rincere, the lord would certainjy 
bless her. She therefore avowed that if she receiv'ed the news of the 
Col,’ll safety or he returned safe she would have the god"^* tempJe 
built on a large scale, and lo ! to her surprise she received the Col.’a letter 
by the next Mail and he himself returned safely after due time. In ful< 
filment of her vow this temple was built in its present form. 

The surroundings of the temple are very charming. The inside of 
the shrine is adorned with mural paintings depicting scenes from the Siva 
pj!ira/irt which are worthy of appreciation both for the happy choice of subjects 
and their proper execution. The sub|ects are (1) Two armed Siva sitting 
alone on the peaks of I^asa, (3) tsiva coming as a young ascetic to Par, 
vati practising penance accompanied by her maid {Cf, fCumartLin7ttltfiava.\ 
labelled “Parvuti Prema Pariksha*’ or the tot of Parviti’s love, (3) Siva 
protecting Markandeya against Yama, (4) Pari*ati propitiating Siva. 
{dJ Ganga Avatarana or the descent of the Ganges, (6) Madana Dahana 
or the cremation of the cupid, (7) Marriage of Siva and Parvati and (8) 
Si\a canying the corpse of Parvati on his shoulders or the sorrow of Siva. 

There Is a number of suntud/ris in the form of Cbhatris or utaliti 
or open platforma only, 

A matha for the pujari to live in, has also been bailt closeby, but is 
incomplete ns the donor, the Col. was transferred before its completion 
and bis successor took no notice of it. The p' 7 <ii*( who carried on the 
worship of the temple is Gosain of the Puri lineage, as is clear from hU 
name Chaadrapuri. These Gosains generally lead a naarried life but the 
heirship of right to worship is handed down from fftirtt to cheia or from 
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teacher to pupil and not lo a bom heir. The present jntjari Kanchanapuh 
ii the 3rd in line from Mangalapofi in whose time the temple was repaired, 
and eojoya a cash muaji from the State, 

The followifig modern temples btand in the close vicinity of this great 
temple: {IJ Varaha temple facing east in which is enshrined a weU-preseni'od 
■old sculpture of Varaha (mansbaped^ lifting the goddess of ^rth. 

{2) Gaaesa temple facing west, 

(3) Kaia Bhaira^a to the north-east^ 

(4} Hanoinau to south-east, and 

(3) Mangalauath to south. 

Shajaffitr ,—The headquarters of the district of the same name, is a 
small town in Malwa said to have been founded by the order of and named 
after the Emperor Shahjahan who happened to stay here on his way to 
Deccan about 1640 A, D. ft lies on the Agra Bombay trunk road and is 
about 20Q miles south of Gwalior, 

The place has the fdlowin^ remains of old buildings most of which 
dated from the Moghul Emperors, 

11) Shahitjagh. —the garden is now in ruins, but still possesses \'estige 9 
of decoradoDs, cisterns, water shades, fountains, etc. such as were used in 
Moghul gardens. The present owners are Syad Abdul Wahid who is re¬ 
markably energetic for his years, and his son Abdul Sattar. 

(2) Eadshahi pul or bridge—It js a dam some fifteen feet in thickness 
now wiring away on the river Chtlhad (old name SagarmatiK 

(31 S/iaftimaAflf.—Close to the bridge are to be seen ruins of a 
building called Shahimahal, a portion of which is now covered with a tin shed 
and used as a temple. Nearby is a small shrine of Hanuman on a small 
platform, 

(4) Jama Masjid.^The mosque appears to have been built in Aurang- 
seb's time, and is .-i bays wide and 2 bays deep. It is devoid of any 
architectural pretensions, as aD the works of the time of this severely 
Puritan Emiieror. It has three domes on the roof and two minarets in 
the back corners. The building is set on a high plinth and has a suitable 
courtyard in front surrounded by a componad wall with a doorway approach- 
ed by a Bight of steps from the outside. It has a Peraian inseription 
in two lines of verse which names the builder as Ryder Ali and architect 
{?) as Mir KaJa and gives the date as A. H. 1088, on Abjad system which is 
also engraved to ciphers and reads 1088, 

The chief monument in the town, however, is a small fort on the left 
bank of the river Sagarmatl. The fort wall is fairly weU preserved 
Ancient buUdings in it have either been replaced with modern buildings or 
have been so repaired ai to look quite modern for use as local cratA otfjees, 
all of which are housed b the fort. The buildings called mahais now used 
for the othce and the residence of the Suba are said to have been hniit 
by Maharani Tara Bai Sahiba, one ol the consorts of Maharaja Daulat Rao 
Sctndia of Gwalior, 
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Shiija[piir,—U a town with maadi near the Shujaipur Railway Station 
on the^ Ujjain-Bhopa] line whence it is a mile away. The town is also 
connected with Agra Bombay by branch road of SO miles. It is nearly 
6« mrlea to the east of Shajapur, 

The place haa a history of 500 years at its back and is well known in 
the history of Malwa. Though it posseases no rains of aniiquarian 
interest, it has dose to it a moimroent of first rate historical impoiianoe so 
far as the ruling house of Gwalior ia concerned, namely, the Chhatri of 
Maharaja Raitoji Rao Scindia, the founder of the Gwalior house. The 
Ghhatri has already been noticed m the paat year and was visited this tune 
again, A note suggesting some improvements in the building and its 
premises nas been drawn up and submitted to Home Member Sahib fop 
approval and necessary action. 

But Shujaipur was visited this year in response of a report received 
from the Judicial and Hdiication Departments abonc underground building 
exposed accidently during an excavation for building purposes and the 
site was examined in the presence of the Inspector of Schools and the 
Judicial and Police Officers, 

The present school building is a structure built on the site of a fort 
or gadhi of tha Muhammadan period. The yniAt is surrounded by a 
NaJa which serves as a inoaU The present diggings for an extension of 
school buildings have exposed a passage with a Hight of steps leading down 
io a northernly direction between two walls and a vaulted ceiling all of 
brick In mud pointed with lime. As usnal the exposed structure was 
suspected by people to be an underground cellar for hiding a treasure or to 
be some interesting piece of architecture and the diggings were suspended 
pending report of the Archaaological Depar-menL Popular snspicions were 
proved to be unfounded. So far as I could sarmise it is a secret passage 
for escape b times of emergency ae so many forts have been found to 
provide such passages or else it may be a passage to reach 
a haodr ( step-well ) situated in one of the bastions in the north 
wall or rather outside the north wall of the fort, or even to a ghat on the 
Nala. It appears to have been closed vrith blocks of stone in lime at its 
either end. In any case the gtmeture exposed proved to be of no archwo. 
logical or a rchiteclural interest. 

Some people still suspect or hope to find treasure concealed there, as th^ 
say, by the Pandharis in whose strong-hold the place was for some time. 1 
am unable to express any opinion as to the possibility or otherwise of such 
a contingency, At any rate the Archreological Depattrneot is in cm way 
concerned in bunting bidden treasures for their money value. 

£;moT'ii>f.—Is a small village about 10 miles, north of Susner and a 
mile and a half away from the Agar Susner road. The place was visited 
to examine a chhaM reported by the local Revenue Officers to be an old 
one and in a precarious condition. The chhatri however turned to be 
a comparatively modem structure devoid of architectural or historical interest. 


Here there h a Goiatl fort which stands picturesquely on the right 
bank of the Nala which boundB it on the north. The bank here Is a steep 
cut>rock on which the north wall of the fort Is or rather was built. There 
are now no buildings worth the name in the foit. 

The fort is said to have been built by Umar Khan and Sitar Khan, 
two cnt^rlsing brothers from GaznJ and named Umarkot after them. 
Bat curiousl}' enoiigh, the fort has no mosque, tomb, or any other vestige 
of Islam which fact contradicts the above tradition. On the other hand, 
there are two temples one of Siva aod the other of Oevadharmaraja, two 
Tu^ft OriWavftncts anda Hindu Bence the other traditioa seems 

mote possible according to which the fort was built by a Brahmaoa named 
Girmaji Rao. He built the buildings on the fort and the temple of 
Devadharmaraja and garden etc. The chhatri is said to commemorate 
the founder of the fort- 

At present the west and south waHa are standing . The west wall 
has four bastions and had khidk! gates in two bastions while the main gate 
is in the east wall. 

Other objects nored here ate an Inscribed ehira ( post 3 in front of 
Naca Mandir. It stands against the abutment of the proper right wall 
of the Saf>haiactndapa of the temple. In front erf it is a 7'td<i vrindaoana. 
The tempie is a modem one of brick and lime and ia said to have been built 
in the reign of Maharaja Daulat Rao Scindia by a Bania of Metwal 
caste. 

District Tonwarghar. 

Amhdha,—Is a \itlage one mile N, E. of MitaoU. The ruins noticed 
here are mostly shrines of Sivai Bat one of the shrines facing west, hag 
a figure of Vishnu on the central block of its door frame. The only shrine 
which IS better preserved measures « .V9" intemaUy and 7'10" » 9* exter¬ 
nally. The walls are faced with single slabs. The outer face of each wall 
has two niches inset with figures of gods and goddesses and aaiike<l by 
figures of dilipalas or guardians of quarters, as under:_ 

North (1) Parvati standing and (3) Siva seated, in niches. Varuna, 
Vayu and Kubeca flank the above. East, Surya seated and Kartikeya* 
standing, in niches, flanked by Isha. Sadhu and Agni. South, (ij Rudra i?J 
and (i) Ganesa both standing, in niches, flanked by Indta. Yatna and'Nainti. 
The shrine ta on a plinth 7 feet hi(rh above the ground. The -arved 
facing of the plinth has now disappeared exposing the inner core. 

A damaged sculpture of Hanuman and a fragment of another besmear- 
od with red lead exist close by to the east of the shrine. 

Nearby to the north of the above shrine are the ruins of another 
bigger temple of Siva (?b Only the lower portion of the platform with the 
upper railing of the ^hhanandapa is ail that exist. There Is also a Siva 
/inga and the lintel of a door-frame on the platform. As the structure ia 
half buried m earth and covered over with fodder, a minute exaraination 
was not possible. The platform roughly measures S2' x 24/ 
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Two anSntshed sculptures, one entire and the other only lower half 
fragment^ of Saptatnatrikas have recently been unearthed in the bed of an 
old tank close to the east of the aforesaid mins. 

Further east are two stones set op back to back. The one lacing 
west hits an inscription now too much worn. The carving on the post i$ 
also shallow and crude. 

Ardimi .—Is a good village S miles to the north of PadhavU and seems 
to be old one. On my way through the village f saw a round well built 
of large dressed stone blocks, now silted up. It has a massive beam laid 
across it and a channel cut in stone slab with a crocodile or lion (?) spout 
at one end. The pilatfotm of the well which was also round is no longer 
extant with the excepdon of a few stones which carry the beam and 
the spout. 

A little'further towards the village stand tbe remains of an old shrine 
which consists of a cell and a porch in front. In tbe norih^ide wall is an 
image of Ganesa now facing inside. But originally the sculpture faced 
outside. Tbe inner side of the wall was plain. The porch is reconstructed. 
The shrine room and the porch measure abjut S' V respectively. 

Closeby is a worn-out Kamal-Suryu pedestal and ruined old carvings. 
The image of Hanuman near it appears modern. Farther north along 
the track to the left in a field stand two stones, one of which has an 
inscription dated V. S. 1442. 

B<iit!avar Faffey.—About a mile S. W, of Padhavli, in the band of bills 
lie scattered mins of numerous temples and habitation. The place is 
known as Batesvar on account of a temple of Siva locally called 
Bittesvar Mahadev, The place appears to have been a rdigious centre 
studded with numerous temples in the days when Padhavli was fiourlshing. 
Padhiivlt possesses numerous remnants of both Hindu and JaUia shrines and 
sculptures. These have been already described in previous Reports. The place 
was visited again this j ear with an object of selecting some loose sculptures 
for the Museum. During this quest were further noticed (1) remains of an 
old tank with scolptures stuck np in the wall, (2) two old wells, (3) a pair 
of Naga sculptures and (4) a memorial pillar lying broken in three pieces 
with usual sculptures. One of the above wells had a three storeyed passage 
now ruined, while the other had placed beside it a monolithic stone trough 
measuring 7* ft" x 3* 4' x 1' 7*". 

SAara 4 »Ii.—Is a small village lying on the slope of the hill or almost 
on the back of Batesvar valley. This village is reached 1^ cart track two 
miles in length or a mile by footpath direct. Being in the close vicinity 
of Padhavli the place possesses fiome ruins. 

One of these is an entire temple of Siva with its liifaafM and .SaMa- 
inandapa, but is at present enveloped m iuehcha houses raised by Pujaria 
It stands in the village and regular worship b carried on. 

Along the way to the temple lie on a ehabutra some broken images 
both Hindu and Jaina, among which are Kubera and Yaksha. 
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Below the village towards the east lie good many safi stones, some 
ol which are dated in V, S. 1439, IA39, 15^4, 1675, while many have itc 
inscription at ail. Further south is an old wd). 

a village between two or three miles to the north^aat 
of PadhavIL An irrigation canal passes within a quarter of a mile to the 
north. On the nonh-west ont-sktrts qf the village within a hundred yards 
from it stand the ruint of a Siva temple of about the lOth century A D, 
The temple faces east. What now temalus is the shiine-room deprived 
of the nikhara and partially of the outer facing of the walls. The surviving 
facing shows the usual scvilptare of the gnardiuna of the quattera and other 
gods of Hindu pantheon nil lacing the west. Notable among these are the 
two aculptures in niches in the central portion of the back. In the upper 
central niche is an image of standing Surya with upraised hands 
holding lotuses, in the lower niche are Siva and Parvati standing side 
by side. The door-frame of the shrine has been lost with cfie exceptioti 
of the sill, A half part of the door lintel ftttm the debris shows 
Siva in the centie and Brahma at one end. The Siva fin^a wbidi is 
worshipped inside appears to be original. The shrine stood on a high plinth 
which has its inner core Completely exposed having lost the outer facing. 

In the central niche on the south wall ( outer face ) of the Bhrlne in 
the central course U a sculpture of Hari Ham. 

A mass of carved Stones, lintek, brackets, pedestals of pillars lying on 
the Bi»^e prove the existence of a fairly large Sahhamandapa^ A major 
fragment of a large umdostfa now kept upright in the form of an arch, 
a figure of seated Ganrsa, a Nandi and that of a standing Nairid may be 
particularly noticed. There were three horizontal courtes of niches in the 
outer decoration of walls the uppermost of which has moatly disap¬ 
peared. The ceiling slab has a loins on its uoder ride. 

No inscription was found in the debris. A big pipaf tree growing at 
the rite is responsible for this havoc. 

Rnins of another smaller temple lie to the south cf the village along 
the cart-track. The rains are too poor to need descriptbn io as much as 
a single wom^ut scuiptareof Mahithamardini is lying near it, 

Snralxtdt^H a small village un the Agra-Bombay road 15 miles 
north of Gwalior cm the Sank river. It k known for its sorai and the 
bridge on the river on the banks of which the village is situated. Both 
are examples of late Moghul architecture and were built during the reign of 
Anrangzeb. These have already been examined and the object of this visit 
was a Persian inscription said to have been lying loose in a modem mosque 
outside the :ta-ar. 

The inscription under reference refers to the construction of a 
moeque, which is laid to have existed once In the centro of the larai as usual 
and was contemporary with the same. The inicripuon is detailed in the 
.App^dix D. (IVie No. .39). ft h at presetJi built up in the eastern 
face of the prayer hall of a new mosque, which siands at the N, W- 
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comer of the tofoi. The tnoscjiie is used for prayers aed ia said to be 
about 50 years did. 

/’adAauf*.—Lies about. 4 miles So the west of Rithora Railway 
Station. The is strewn over with nnmeroufl ruius already known. 

The place was visited this year in coanection with the dicoctioji of the 
conservution work of one of the moaumenb in progress. 

This year two old memorial stones were eiposed in an escavarjon. 
Both are inscribed and rettfabJe to the Gupta period and have usual carved 
panels. One of them is inscribed in Gupta characters aod the ocher has 
inscribed on it some mysterious big letter of Sal characters t?) which has 
stiU baffled decipherment. 

Ruhttra .—Is a big village .ind a station on G. L. Railway. The 
village has few old memorial pillars. Th^e memorial pillars which are 
about 14 centuries old have already been noticed. This year an inscription 
hitherto unnoticed was found on one of these piUars, The inscription is 
analysed under Epigraphy f Vid*: No, 41. AppendLs No. D 

VIIt Epigraphy, 

Forty.tbree inscriptions ranging m date from the otb to the lllLh century 
A. D. were noticed and copied during the year of report. Of these twelve 
are in Sanskriti twenty-five in Hindi, one in Marathi, while four am in 
Persian and one is illegible. 

Of the inscriptions copied two are most important and are already publi¬ 
shed, They are (1. a Gupta inscription from a well at Mandsaur, circa 
A. D. 43!-3^i( ^'tde Dr, Fleet's Ji»scr(pffefri.s pp. 1-10 plate XXI1) 

and Son temple inscription ol Mihirakula, frem Gwalior Fort circa 
StJv Centuty A. D. ( Ibid pp. 161 plate XXIU B j. The atone of the former 
is in the possession of Mias B, Filose of Gwalior and that ol the 
latter is in the Indian Museum, Calcutta. As these were among the most 
interesting records of the ancient history of Central India, they were copied 
and the copies were preserved in record of estainpages. 

The Sanskrit Inscription on a memorial pillar from Sesai ( No. Si" J 
to late Gupta characters of about 6th or 7th century stands nest in import¬ 
ance, It records the voluntary crematioD of a bereaved mother with her 
sons who were killed in a battle. There have been in ancient India 
innumerable cases of wives burning ihemseK'es along with their 
husbands. But this case of a mother burning herself with her 
dead sons is quite unique and this makes the inscription of special 

interest. 

The neat important inscription comes from Makanganj ( No 20). 
It is inscribed in old Nagari characters of the 7-iith century but beii% 
very badly damaged is all but completely lost. The inscribed surface has 
peeled off and only a few letters here and there can be deciphered There are 
the names of Dulta Simha and his son Gopa Simha who were membets of 
either the then ruling dynasty or of the donor^s family. 
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The rest of the inscriptions come from sati stones, memorial pillars 
and modern temples, etc. Among these may be mentioned one from 
Chanderi ( No. 10) which gives a genealogy of the Bundela kings of 
Chanden, banning from the founder and ending with Manasingh, the 
Gon of DnrjansLngb. Two of the records mention vviotig names of 
mJers, i.e, Galiawarkhan for Dilawarkhan and Mahm'id Ghismi for 
Mahmud Khilji of Mandu. 

The Persian inicriptions refer to the constructicn of mosques and step- 
wells and mention Mahmud Shah Khilii of Mandu, Sultan Ibrahim Lodi 
and Emperor Auran^izeb of Delhi, 

The detailed analysis of the inscriptions is set forth in the Appendix D. 

fX Numismatics. 

Five gold, sisty^three silver, S43 copper or 310 coins in all were 
examined during the year of report. They range in date from the 11th 
to the 18th century A, D. Of these, five gold coins were received as present 
from the Government of H, E. H. the Nisam of Deccan, while the re main- 
ing silver and copper coins were come as treasure-trave finds from three 
different places in the State, ris, Chanderi ( District Esagarh ), Baradiya 
Gujar (District Maadasor)and Dawatptir (District Shajapurf. 

The gold coins represent the Yadava dynasty of Devagiri of the L2th 
century A D. and the second dynasty of Vijayanagar of the 13th century 
A, D, Of the (13 silver coins, 22 were Gadhiya pieces of the Indo^Sasaaoian^ 
class of a crude type and the remaining belonged to the Moghnl Emperors 
of Delhi. These Muhammadan coins relate to Aurangzcb, Farnikh Siyar, 
Muhammad Shah and Shah Abm It and represent Etawb, Agra. Gwalior, 
Delhi, Kura, Snrat and Murshidabad mints. 

The copper coins ware also of the Gadhiya variefy representing a 
degenerated copy of the lndo..Sas&aniaii coinage, bearing as it does on the 
obverse a crude imitation of king's bast and on the reverse lines aud dots 
suggest ing the Sassanian fire altar; the hoard may roughly be assigned to 
the llih century A, D. 

As all these types of coinage are already m stneb, only the five gold coins 
received as present were retained for the Museum of Archreology. 
For detailed analysis see Appendix No. E. 

X Museutn. 

Three stone inscriptions, two impressions of inscriptions, one terra 
cotta image, three stone sculptures, three stone heads and one limb, three 
old miniature paintings, one photographic chart and five gold coins or 
twenty*!wo antiquities in all were added to the Museum in the year of 
report, AJJ the acquisitions except the last item come froTn within the 
State, The photographic chart givrog views of the early residence of 
Scindia Patils at Jaragaon, District Ahmadnagar in the Deccan was secured 
through the good oitices of Shrimant Khase Sahib Fa war, Home Members 
Gwalior Government, Five gold coins were received as present from the 
Goverament of H. E, H, the Nizam of Hyderabad Deccan, to whom our 
cordial thanks are due. 


The importance and popularity of the Gwalior Arcbajobgical Museum 
bas been established oow and hardly any visitor to Gwalior leaves this 
place without seeing this institution- The above assertion is borne out 
by the visitor’s book maintained in the Museum. Seven hundred and 
sLiiy Indians and one hundred eighty-six foreigners have recorded their 
names and remarks of appreciation in the above-mentioned viait-book, 
although the actual number of visitors was far greater than the hgures 
quoted above because some of them cither do not choose to sign or 
leave the task to their Secretary when they visit in parties. The Indian 
visitors represent almost all provinces of India and Ceylon while 
the foreiguere include people from diflerent parts of tbe globe, most 
of them being tourists from the United Kingdom, the United States of 
America, Germany, Switzerland, Russia and China. The following are

crowds of pilgrims Bock every year from far and near. Among the 
visitors are many scholars and lovers of antiquity as weU This latter 
class, however, felt much disappointed not to find much of ^tiquan^ 
imerest in the modern city. In order to remove this iong-fdt want, the 
establishment of a Museum of Archaiology at Ujjain had the ob^ct 

of the Department, subject to approval of the Goveramwit- e 
scheme is still pending final sanction. But with the approval of the Home 

Member, a smaUbeginnmg has been made in this dnectmn m the year. 


meeting ihe expenditure from the existing i^mnc for Museum, Forty-lwo 
sculptures have been collo'^ted so far from different quarters of the 
city proper and eibibited in a par: of the spacious verandah of Dharma- 
shak of the great Mahakal tempbi the only place which attracts all the 
visitors to Ujjain* It is hoped to develop this collection into a decent 
Museum in due course if funds permit. The antiquities collected for both

XI. Important Events of the Year. 

(uj At-Home. 

It will be seen from the Ano-uai Administration Reports of the prertoas 
years that the Department holds an At-Home, generally at the Archaeo¬ 
logical Museum, periodically with a view to attract and bring the general 
public in tuucb with the activities of this Department, to rouse their interest 
in matters of Arcbseology and History and to secure their sympathv and 
co-opeiatloD. 

Such a function took place in the year of report on the occasion of 
the Session of the Indian Historical Records Commission held at Gwalicr 
in December I9ia, The principal feature of this year’s gathering Was 
that our beloved young Maharaja H. H. Jiwaji Rao Scindia personally 
met the members of the Indian Historical Records Commission along 
with the Resident, the Sardars, Members of the Coancil, Officers and 
gentry of the State ID an At-Home at the Archscological Museum. The 
guests were taken round the Museum, the arrangement of which they 
greatly appreciated. Afterwards light refreshments were served to the 
accumpaniment of Music both Indian and European. The At-Home was 
attended by the party of school-boys from England who happened to be 
at Gwalior on that day. On the whole the fimcticn was very picturesque 
and S',icce$sful. 

(A) Intlian Historical Records Exhibition. 

The Indian Historical Records CoinmtEsion which was invited by the 
Gwalior Government, to hold its annual session this year at Gwalicff', held 
an eibifaitioii also, asusnal, at Gwalior. Besides other work in oonnectioo 
with the Commission’s activities here, that of organising theeahibition 
was specially entrusted to thb Department by the local Committee. The 
exlxibition had two main sections. One consisted of exhibits from British 
India which were brought and arranged by the authorities o£ Indian Historic- 
al Records Commission and the other aection represented mosijy Indian 
India, f. Gwalior, Hyderabad, Baroda, Indore, Dhar, Ruilam and other 
btateg. The work of the latter section of the exhibition was specially 
tarried out by this Department and thanks to the co-operation of the 
authorities of Indian Historical Records Commission, the Members of the 
Council of Regency, the Sardars, Officers, and the gentry of the State, 
thai the Department rxnUd acquit iuelf successfully. The exhibits of the 
varbus kkida, old arms, fresco paintings, miniature paintings, Finnans, 
Sanaii*. State iieaues and Records, copper plates and stone inscriptionsj 
manuscripts, coins and other curio of historical nature were kept in view. 
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all properly arranged and duly labelled for the guidance of visitors. The 
old arms of the Military Department of the State were exhibited most 
artlntically and tastefullyi The exhibits were over tifteen hundred in 
number, of which ) ,00!) came purely from within the State and ranged in 
date from B. C L50 to the very close of the 19th century. All the exhibiia 
from far and wide were received, taken care of and recutned carefully to 
their owners \vithoat the least loss or damage. 

The exhibition was opened by H. H. the Maharaja George Jiwaji Ran 
Sahib Sclndia, Alijah Bahadur of Gwaliot, and ^vas visited by the Senior 
and Junior Mabnranis, H. E. the CooimandBr'in •chief in India, The 
Resident, the Members of the Council of Regency, the distini^nished 
guests, the Sardais, Officers, and the public at large of the State. Special 
arrangements were made for the pardah ladies, The collection of Moghxd 
and Rajput paintings from British India was very remarkable and was 
highly appreciated visitors. The section of the State arms was also 
specialty talked of. Further details of Ihe exhibitioo will he found in the 
report of the Indian Histoncal Retxirds Commission.
